SANTIAGO, May 22 (AP)— 
President Carlos Ibanez told 
Chilean labor unions yesterday 
to kick out Communists.

GUATEMALA cITy, May 22 
(AP)—The government of Guate- 
mala charged last night that 
the United States is spreading 
alarmist reports about arms ar- 
riving here from Iron Curtain 
countries. 

A foreign ministry statement 
declared the United States had 
committed an “act of aggres- 
sion” against Guatemala by try- 
ing to “wear down the defensive 
capacity of the Gu 
army through an arms boycott.” 

It was impossible to obtain 
even police pistols or small 
caliber ammunition for hunting 
from the United States, it was 
said, and “pressure from un- 
known sources” blocked arms 
purchases in Europe. 

For these reasons, the state- 
ment declared, it was “perfectly 
proper and fair” to seek arms 
elsewhere. 

While the statement denied 
Guatemala had received any 
guns made in Russia or Poland, 
it said it was no concern of the 
United States if it had. 


“Guatemala is not a colony 
of the United States,” the state- 
ment added. 

me Foreign Ministry charged 
that “certain circles” in the 
United States were encouraging 
“rebellious Guatemalan exiles 
who openly have been preparing 
armed aggression ag ‘their 
own coun with an abundance 
of money and arms whose origin 
is perfectly well known.” 

The statement said also that 
United States guns were .going 
to several governments which 
have an “unfriendly and ag- 
aso: attitude toward Glate- 
mala. 

The United States State De- 
partment, voicing concern over 
increasing Red influence in 
Guatemala’s leftist government, 
notified other Latin American 
countries last Monday that the 
Swedish ship Alphelm was un- 
loading a shipment of arms from 
Communist Poland at Puerte 
Barrios. Some Washington of- 
ficials estimated the value of 
the arms at $10,000,000. . 

Guatemala announced, mean- 
while, that saboteurs blasted a 
rail line in an attempt to wreck 
a munitions train. 

Interior Minister August 
Charnaud MacDonald said the 
explosion occurred Wednesday, 
killing a civilian and a soldier 
and injuring three other sol- 
diers.

Head of Missouri Group 
Emphasizes ‘High Ideals’ 
of Lawyers.

Security of life, liberty and 


property have been made pos- 
sible by lawyers, but that is a 
fact scarcely known to the ay- 
erage person, because the legal 
profession has made little effort 
to acquaint the public with its 
achievements, Charles E. Whit- 
taker, Kansas City, president of 
the Missouri Bar, said here yes- 
terday. | 

He has been nominated for a 
judgeship in the United States 
District Court for the western 
district of Missouri to fill the 
vacancy ‘created by the retire- 
ment of Judge Albert L. Reeves. 

Whittaker spoke at the annual 
meeting of District 11 of the 


Missouri Bar at the Jefferson 
Hotel on the subject of public 
relations as it pertains to the 
legal profession. 

He said he has felt that “our 
public relations has not been 
what it should be or could be.” 
After emphasizing the “high 
ideals” of lawyers, Whittaker 
said, “There yet are a few in our 
profession who tend to be way- 
ward and occasionally bring dis- 
grace not only on themselves 
but also on every lawyer.” 
Ait is essential for the organ- 
ed bar to see that those unfit 
até made to be righteous or 
forced out of the legal profes- 
sign,” Whittaker said. “In our 
profession, more than any other 
one, you are your brother’s 
keeper.” 

In matters pertaining to the 
legal profession, Whittaker said, 
The public press and other prin- 
tIpal media of information ei- 
ther are uninfermed or unwilling 
to place the responsibility on 
the errant but instead blame the 
class. When one lawyer errs, 
it is common to blame lawyers in 
general.” 

“Public relations is exemplary 
living as a respectable, worthy 
citizen of society,” Whittaker 
said. He added that “the public 
would be ashamed to say some 
of the things they do say about 
lawyers if they knew the facts.” 

He said that the Missouri Bar 
Is planning an enlarged public 
relations program “but good 
public relations is not something 
that can be entrusted to a com- 
mittee or a bar association. It is 
a matter of simple good con- 
duct. It is not a commodity 
that can be purchased by the 
yard, pound or sack.”

OREGON d. J. P. No 


U.S. Rep. Angell Apparently 
Defeated for Renomination 
by Radio Commentator. 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 22 
(AP)—Oregon's Republican vot- 
ers gave Gov. Paul L. Patterson 
a smashing victory yesterday in 
his fight for the gubernatorial 
nomination, but they apparently 
rejected Congressman Homer D. 
Angell, 79-year-old dean of the 
state's congressional delegation. 

While Patterson snowed un- 
der Secretary of State Earl T. 
Newbry and thus won a vote of 
confidence for his 17-months- 
old administration, a 41-year-old 
radio commentator, Tom Lawson 
McCall, was scoring a surprising 
upset over Angell, who has 
served in Congress since 1939. 

Returns from 1826 of the 
state’s 2499 precincts gave Pat- 
terson a 97,767 to 36,211 lead 
over Newbry, who had been 
Secretary of State for seven 
years. 

Served as McKay Aid. 

McCall, whose only venture 
inte politics was 31 months’ 
service as secretary to Interior 
Secretary Douglas McKay when 
the latter was Governor, held a 
lead of 19,909 to 14,022 over An- 
gell in 591 of the district’s 815 
N The third candidate, 
A. W. Lafferty, had 1567 votes. 
In November, Patterson, who 
became Governor Dec. 17, 1952, 
when McKay resigned to enter 
President Eisenhower's cabinet, 
will face Joseph K, Carson Jr., 
former Portland mayor who has 
been on the United States Mari- 
time Commission. Carson had 
no opposition for the Demo- 
cratic nomination. 
The winner of the Angell- 
McCall race will run against 
Mrs, Edith Green, Portland club, 
civic and parent-teacher leader. 
She won the Democratic nomina- 
tion easily. 

Secretary McKay's power pol- 
icy, in which he advocates a 
partnership between public and 
private power agencies; came 
under some fire in the quiet 
campaign.
